It is contended in the note delivered 
today. that Turkish rule in Europe has 
been barbarous and .obnoxious to the 
ideais of western civilization and that 
#0 long .as Germany and Austria-Hun- 
wary are permitted to remain as ag- 
gressive and dominant as in the past 
civilized States are not to be deemed 
The note contends that even 
with the expulsion of the Turk from 
IQurope the restitution of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and the Italia Irredenta and the 
enfranchisement of the populations 
which have been subject to the bloody 
t¥VYranny of the Turks, the peace of Eu- 
rope could not be considered as secured 
#0 long as Germany remained in a posi- 
tion to dominate through Prussian mili- 
tarism and willfully. aggressive to in- 
sure German and Austrian hegemony 
éver Europe and economic domination 
of the world. 

Those who think the future peace of

Sent in-Amplification of Allied Reply to Wilson 


London, : Jan. 18. 
His Excellency the Right Honorable Sir Cecil Spring-Rice: 

In sending you a translation of. the allied note I desire to make the 
following observations, which you should bring to the notice of the United 
States Government: 

I gather from the general tenor of the President's note that, while he is 
animated by an: intense desire ‘that peace should come soon and that when 
it-comes it should be, lasting, he does not, for the moment at least, concern 
himself with the terms on which it should be arranged.” His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment entirely share the President’s ideas; but they feel strongly 
that the durability.of peace must largely depend on its character and that 
no stable system of international relations can be built on foundations which 
are essentially and Nopelessly defective. 

. This ‘becomes clearly apparent if we consider ‘the main conditions 
which rendered possible the calamities from which the world is now suffer- 
ing. These were ‘the éxistence of great powers consumed with the lust 
of domination in the midst of a community of nations ill-prepared for de- 
fense, plentifully supplied, indeed, with internationoal laws, but with no 
machinery for enforcing them, and weakened by the fact that neither the 
boundaries.of the various States nor. their internal.constitution harmonized 
with the aspirations of their constituent races or secured to them just and 
equa] treatment. 

That this last-eyil would be greatly mitigated if the Allies decured the 
changes in the map of Europe outlined in their joint note is manifest, and 
I need not labor the point. 

It. has been argued, indeed, that the expulsion of the Turks from Eu- 
rope forms no proper or logical part of this general scheme. The main- 
tenance of the Turkish Empire was, during many generations, regarded by 
statesmen of world-wide authority as essential to the maintenance of Euro- 
pean peace. Why, is it asked, should the cause of peace be now associated 
-with a complete reversal of this traditional policy? 

The answer is that circumstances, have completely changed. It is un- 
necessary to consider now, whether the creation of a reformed Turkey, me- 
diating between hostile races in the Near East, was a scheme which, had 
the Sultan been sincere and the Powers united, could ever have been real- 
ized. It certainly cannot be realized now. The Turkey of “ Union and 
Progress ” is at.least as barbarous and is far more aggressive than, the 
Turkey of Sultan Abdul Hamid. In the hands of Germany it has ceased 
even in appearance to be a bulwark of peace, and is opénly used as an-in- 
atrument of conquest. Under German officers Turkish soldiers are now 
fighting. in lands from which they had long been expelled, and/a Turkish. 
Government controlled, subsidized, and supported by Germany has been 
guilty of massacres in Armenia and Syria more horrible than any recorded 
in the history even of those unhappy countries. Evidently the interests of 
peace and the claims of nationality alike require that Turkish Nile over 
alien races shall, if possible, be brought to an end, and we may hope that 
the expulsion of Turkey from Europe will contribute as muth to the cause

| diminish the edeaniona of war, provide no sufficient security against its 


‘Yecufrénee.. If Gerrhany, or rather those in Germany who mold its 
opinions and control its destinies; -again Bet out to domineer the world, 
they may find that by the new order of things the adventure is made more 
difficult,.but hardly that it is made impossible: They may. still have 
ready to their hand a political system organized through and through on 
@ military basis; they thay still-accumulate vast stores of military equip- 
ment; they may still-persist in their methods of attack, so that their more 
pacific neighbors will be struck down before they can prepare themselves 
for defense. If so,. Europe, when the war is over, will be far poorer in 
men, in money, and in mutual good-will than it was when the war began, 
but it will not be safer; and the hopes for the future of the world enter- 
tained by the President will be as far as ever from fulffilment. 

Theré are those who think that tor this disease international treaties 
and ‘international laws may provide a sufficient cure. But such persons 
have ili learned, the lessons so clearly taught by recent histery. _While 


other nations, notably the United States of America and Britain) were 4 


striving by treaties of arbitration to make sure that’no chance ‘quarrel 
should mar the peace they desired to make perpetual, Germany ‘stood 
Her historians and philosophers preached the splendors of war; 
power was proclaimed as the true end of the State; and the General Staff 
forged with untiring industry the weapons by which at the appointed mo- 
ment power might be achieved. These facts proved clearly enough that 
treaty arrangements for maintaining peace were not likely to find. much 
favor at Berlin; they did not prove that such treaties, once made,. would be 
utterly ineffectual. This became evident: only when war had broken out, 
though the sought deménstration, when it came, was overwhelming. So 
long as Germany remains the Germany which, without a shadow of fusti- 
tication, overran and ‘barbarously ill-treated a country it was pledged to 
defend, no State can regard its rights as secure if they have no bétter pro- 
tection than a solemn treaty. 

The case is made worse by the reflection that these methods of calcu- 
lated brutality were designed by the Central Powers, not merely to crush 
to the dust those with whom they were at war, but to intimidate those with 
whom they were still at peace. Belgium was still at peace. Belgium; was 
not only a victim, it was an example. Neutrals were intended to note the 
outrages which .accompaniéd its conquest, the reign of terror which fol- 
lowed on its occupation, .the deportation of a portion of its population, the 
cruel oppression of the remainder. And, lest the nations happily protected 
either by British fleets or by their own frgm German armies, should sup- 
pose themselves safe from German methods, the submarine has (within its 
limits) assiduously imitatedthe barbarous practices of the sister service. * 
The war staffs-of ‘the Central Powers are well content to horrify the band = 
if at the same ‘time they can terrorize it: 

If, then, the Céntral Powers succeed, it will be fo methods like these 
that they will owe their succtss. How can atiy reform of international 
relations be based on “a peace thus obtained? Such a peace would repre- 
sent the triumph of all the forces which make war certain and make it 
brutal. It would advertise the: futility of all the methods on which civil- 
zation relies to eliminate the-occasions of. international dispute ‘and to 
mitigate their ferocity. Germany and Austria made the present war inevi- 
‘table py attacking..the rights of one small State, and they gained their 
initial triumphs by violating the treaty guarantees of. the territories ‘of 
another. Are small States going to find in them their protectors or. in 
treaties made by them a bulwark against aggression? Terrorism by land 
and-sea will have proved itself the instrument of victory. Are the victors 
likely to abandon it on the sppeal of neutrals? If existing treaties are nd 
more than straps of paper, can fresh treaties help us? - If they be 
crowned with success, will it not be in vain that the assembled nations 
labor to improve their code?’ None will profit by their rules but Powers 
who break them.. It is those who keep them that will suffer. 

Though, therefore, the people of this country share to the full the 
desire of the President for peace, they do not believe peace can be durable 
if jt be not based on the success of the allied cause. For a durable peace 
can hardly be expected unless three conditions are fulfilled: © The first is 
that existing causes of international unrest should be as far as possible re- 
moved or weakened; tlie second is that thé aggressive aims and the un- 
scrupulous methods of the Central Powers should fall into disreptte’ among 
their own peoples; the third is that behind international: law and behind 
all treaty arrangements for preventing or lUmiting héstilities some form of 
international sanction should be devised Which would give pause to the 
hardiest aggressor. 

These conditions may be difficult of fulfiliment. But we believe them 
to be.in general harmony withthe President's ideas, and we are confident 
that none of them can be ‘satisfied, even imperfectly, unless peace be 
secured on the general lines indicated (so far as Europe is concerned) in 
the joint note. Therefore it is that this country has made, is making, and 


is. prepared to make sacrifices of blood and unparalleled in its 

history. lt bears these heavy burdens. not merely that it may thus fulfill 

its treaty obligations, nor yet that it may secure.a barren triumph of one 

group of nations over er.

OFFERS ANTI-STRIKE PLAN. 


Cummins Proposal Is a Step Toward 
Government Ownership.

WASHINGTON, Jan. » 17. — Senator 
Cummins of Iowa presented to the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Committee to- 
day a plan by which the Government 
would obtain. ultimate control of a rail- 
road which became tied up by labor 
troubles. If accepted, the measure. 
would be a long stepin the direction 
of Government ownership of railroads. 
The bill is designed as a remedy for 
the conditions that might arise in case 
of a leng-drawn. out transportation 
&trike, and as a substitute for the plag 
proposed in Senator Newlands’s bill, J 
giving the President power to take over 
railroads temporarily in time of emer- 
gency, by the use of the military power. 


Under the Cummins proposal, if a 
road were tied up by a serious strike 
or similar cause, the Department of 
Justice would appty for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, who would. then 
operate the road. After three months 
if the road. was still unable to take 
care of itself, the Government would 
take over the property permanently._

Milk dealers were angered yesterday 
By publication of a charge made by John 
qd. Dillon, State Commisisoner of Foods 
@nd Markets, that some of them were 
‘selling skimmed milk to the public.. In 
addition to their verbal attacks on the 
Commissioner's veracity and competen- 
cy, their efforts to refute the charge 
Succeeded in drawing ffom the Depart- 
mient of Health a report favorable to 
their case, and in arousing sentiment 
among themselves that may resuit in a 
petition to the Governor for Mr. Dillon’s 

al, 

The Commissioner of Foods and Mar- 
keté,-in his statement, said tests made of 
milk sold. by .the Borden, Sheffield 
Farms, Clover Farms, Mutual-McDer- 
mott and other companies. had shown 
that, in many instances, the milk con- 
tained less than the legal requirement 
of 8 per cent. of butter fats, and not 
only did few of the tests made for him, 
Mr. Dillon said, show 3 per cent., none 
of them showed a greater proportion of 
brtter fats. 


_HMealth Department Statement. 
The statement issued yesterday by the 
Department of Health, however, read: 
“ The Department of Health was busy 


‘all morning replying to inquiries based 


on the charge that much of the milk 
gold in New York was apparently 
skimmed milk and contained less than 
the legal amount of butter fats, namely 
8 per cent. Several of the large milk 
companies besought Commissioner Emer- 
gon to make public the results of the 
Health Departmeni’s routine laboratory 
aminations of milk sold in }the City of 
w Yorks Some idea of the extent to 
which ‘the department keeps watcn over 
Geeky, of the city’s milk supply 
gained from the fact that last 
r 7,840 samples of milk and cream 
aba analyzed in the chemical latiora- 
y. Omy of these were below 
standard on the content of butier fat. 
This is about 5 per cent. of the samples 
en. Inasmuch as the sampies were 
mecetly taken because they appeared to 
be suspicious, (7,830 samples taken in 
course of 31, 249 imspections,) the 
actual proportion of milk below standard 
fs undoubtedly considerably less than 
rceentage. 
*“In fairness to the dealers specifically 
mentionel in the newspaper accounts of. 
Waleenatashinse Dilion’s statement, the 
Department of Health makes public the

“If Mr. Dillon says the average milk 
as sold by our company is below the 
legal standard in butter fats he is an 
unmitigated liar. If he believes the 
atatement, he is foolish. If he does not, 
he is dishonest. In either case he sho d 
be removed from his present positi 
and I would favur a petition to 
Governor asking for his removal.

When liquor prohibition has had its 
perfect triumph, other prohibitions 
are likely to be’ insisted upon. The 
“Oklahoma House of Representatives 
has passed a bill-to punish whoever 
smokes, utters, sells, or gives away a 
cigarette. No State, not ‘even Kan- 
sas, has a quicker pulse for reform, 
regulation, prohibition, than Okla- 
homa. The. slaves of the holy herb 
nicotine must be freed. How long 
will it be before this bill, or some- 
thing like it, turns up at Washington: 

Be it enacted by the Senate ‘and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled : 
That no letter, package, postal card, 
or circular, newspaper, pamphlet, or 
publication of any kind containing 
any advertisement of smoking tobacco, 
cigars, cigarettes, or cheroots shall be 
deposited in ‘or carried by thé mails of 
the United States or be delivered by 
any Postmaster or letter carrier to 
other than’ a lawfully licensed manu- 
facturer or dealer in such articles. ._ 

Snuff and chewing tobacco will be 
pardoned, in consideration ..of 
plain people ’—who,- by. the way; are 
abominably addicted to the life- 
destroying cigarette. 

Smoking enfeebles the body,: dendens 
the.mind, increases the cost of living, 
is a notorious shoehorn ‘of drink.

(TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 

The production in Great Britain of 
goods to be sold abroad has. not been 
prevented by the war. British ¢xports 
last year were increased by. $608,- 
000,000, and $160,000,000 of this gain 
was in cotton goods., Shipments of 
these goods to Central and South 
America have>been growing. .In De- 
cember they exceeded. in quantity 
those of. the ‘corresponding ‘month. in 
1915 by 30 pet cent. Trade reports

His Reply to Great Britain and the 
Allies’, Reply to, Mr. Wilson. 
‘Washington, Jan. 15, 1917. 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In the depdate in the Senate on. the 
Hitcheock resolution Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts cited the precedent. of 
the British offer of mediation during the 
American civil war and President Lin- 
coln’s positive refusal to accept the 
offer, or even to consider it. If, Senator 
Lodge said in effect, what President 
Lincoln did in 1861 was proper, the 
British Government, with equal pro-: 
priety. would have been justified in de- 
clining to receive’ President Wilson's’ 
peace note.’ Senator Lewis of Illingis, 
in’ reply, said- in ‘substance that the 
American conflict was a_ civil war, 


‘Great Britain was attempting. to ‘ in.) 


terfere in our internal affairs,’ and 
the position of a neutral in a time of 
civil war was different from the re- 
of a neutral to belligerent 
sovereign States. Mr. Lodge seemingly 
ucquiesced in e distinction and» by 
‘his silence, admitted his error. Mir. 
‘Lewis being a lawyer, a student of in- 
terrational law and familiar with the 
decisions of the highest court, it is sur- 
prisirg he should have been betrayed 
into. making a statement for which 
there is! no authority. 

The "Supreme Court, has said that, 'in 
the eyes: of international law, the rela- 
tions: between neutrals and the parties 
engaged in a civil war are precisely :the 
same as those between sovereign nations 
at war. . ‘The question came up, was dis- 
cussed at length and disposed of in the 
appeal of the Amy Warwick and other 
vessels condemned as prize. Counsel 
for the plaintifs argued with much in- 
genuity that Mr: Wincoln’s proclama- 
tions of blockade were’ illegal and with- 
out standing in international law. be- 
cause the United States was not at war 
with the South, but was simply en- 
gaged in: subduing an - insurrection, 
therefore a foreign vessel attempting to 
make ‘a Southern port could not be 
legally captured., In e word, it was 
Senator Lewis’s theory of “ internal 
affairs."’ The Supreme Court in those 
spacious days had a*habit of brushing 
aside sophistries and interpreting law 
by the light of:common sense. ‘You 
may call this an. insurrection or re- 
bellton, said the court, but you cannot 
ask us “ to affect a technical ignorance 
of the existence of a war which all 
the world acknowledges to be the great- 
est civil wag known in the history of 
the human race; and thus cripple the 
arm of the Government and paralyze 
by. subtile definitions and 
ingenious sophisms.’’ If this was merely 
an insurrection, the hands of the Gov- 
ernment were in a measure tied, but 
if this was war, then the United States 
was at liberty to employ all the force 
and power pertaining to belligerency. 

The court. made this so plain it ad- 
mits of no misunderstanding. ‘‘ The 
parties belligerent in a public war,” ‘it 
said, ‘‘are independent nations. But 
it is not necessary, to constitute ‘war, 
that both parties should be acknowledged 
as independent nations. or sovereign 
States. A war may exist where one 

of . the’ belkigerents claims sovereign 
rights as against the other.’ It em- 
phasized this point, because of its im- 
portance. ‘‘It is not necessary : that 
the independence of the revolted 
province or State be acknowledged: in 
order to constitute it a party belligerent 
in a war. according to the law of 
nations."’. (2 Black, 635.) 

If I may be pardoned the audacity, 
to use Senator. Lewis’s own: phrase, he 
cannot have his law both ways. If the 
United States was not at war, but 
‘simply attending to its own “ internal 
affairs,’’ then its seizure of ships and 
the condemnation of vessels and cargoes 
was’ not only illegal but piratical, it 

was the most grievous crime committed 
international law and the 
comity of. nations civilization had known 


lations 


‘up to that time; and Senator Lewis is 


perfectly right in asserting it was im- 
proper. for Great ..Britain to have 
tendered her mediatory offices. But 
if the United States’ was at war—and 
the Supreme Court has declared war 
existed—the seizure of British vessels 
and cargoes was legal, and Great 
Britain violated neither law nor pro- 
priety when she offered to a nation at 
war her‘serviges to bring the conflict 
to an end, Her action was correct, (no 
less correct than that of President Wil- 
son when he sent his note.

at Their Meeting. in 
This City Yesterday. 


CHANGES IN TRADE WAYS 


A Paper of Pins and a Spool of 


Thread Don’t Mean Just Now 
What They Used to Do. 


Caution for 1917 was the theme of the 
meeting of the Jobbers’ Association of 
Notion Buyers yesterday at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, just as it was the leading 
idea conveyed to the other auxiliaries 
of the National Wholesale Dry Goods’ 
Association. Every speaker told of ex- 
ceptionally rrosperous conditions in the 
notion goods trade, but not one forgot 
to emphasize the néed of conservative 
operation during the present year. 

Ellis McDonald, President of the or- 
ganization, advised the jobbers to keep 
their stocks down and not to speculate, 
because a readjustment from the pres- 
ent high to lewer prices should occur 
before snany months have passed. One 
angle of’ the situation he referred to 
was the mixed-up condition of notion 
goods as a,result of decreasing quanti- 
ties in order to make up for advanced 
prices. Among the articles he men- 
tioned where this has taken place was 
in the case of thread, the yardage ot 
which has teen cut, and in papers of 
pins, which have been reduced in size. 

**Ca Canny’? was the title of the 
address made by J. E. Osborne of 
the Johnston & Larimer Dry Goods 
Company ‘of Wichita, Kan. It turned 
out to be Scotch for ‘“‘ go siow.’”’ Mr. 
Osborne described 1916 as a banner 
year, during which the trade bought. 
bought, and bought at top prices, but 
he had a word of caution to offer for 
the present year. 

It seems, from what William M. Cur- 
tiss, President and Treasurer of thé Pin 
Company of Detroit, had to say, that 
the domestic pin is in danger of. eternal 
disgrace. To explain, the better class 
of trade two or three years back took 
trass pins, but now the demand has 
switched to the common steel pin, which, 
according to Mr. Curtiss, is a poor sub- 
stitute,-and will not give satisfaction. 
The change kas resulted from the great- 
ly’ increased cost of brass, which has 
advanced to four times its former price. 

A question. affecting. the entire job- 
bing trade was brought up by Jacob K. 
“.essey in his report from the Adjust- 
{sae Committee of the association. It 
concerned the propriety of jobbers sell- 
ing the big retailers. Mr. Lessey, for 
his committee, said that there should 
be no harm in introducing and contin- 
uing to sell any article to large re-- 
tailers, provided the margin of profit 
amounted to at least 20 per cent. as a 
protection to the wholesaler. The com- 
mittee offered the suggestion that trade- 
marks be advertised and the cost added 
to the price of the merchandise. 

‘Prosperity for the notion goods business 
in 1917, according to T.J. McShane of the 
M. E. Smith Company”6f Omaha, de- 
pends not so much on prices as on 
ability to get volume. He said that the 
Amecitan manufacturers of notions hav 
worked wonders and there will “b 
shortages only here and there during 
Co-operation with the retail- 
ers to help them make: sales was one 
of the suggestions he had to offer, and 
he said that too much importance could 
not be attached to the proper display 
and location of the notion counter. 

It was brought out at the meeting 
that 20 per cent. profit in the notions 
trade was considered sufficient not long 
ago, but that’ the ‘Increased’ cost’ of 
doing business has. made it necessary 
to vance that percentage. In connec- 
tion with this it was said that the 
manufacturers should make up a list of 
prices which should include -bigger dis- 
counts. 

R. P. Neff of F. A. Patrick & Co., 
Duluth, brought out, in answer to a 
uestion put to the meeting, that of a 

obber’s business 12 or per cent. 
ought to constitute the share of the 
notions department. 

Mr. Neff said that as a sales manager 
he had .been told by a retailer that he 
was “too busy to sell notions.’’ This 
seeres: that notions were unimportant, 
he said, should be corrected,

WOOL TRADE IS DULL. 


Nolls Being Bought in Place of Aus- 
tralian Supply. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ROSTON, Jan. 17.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter will say tomorrpw : 
“To take the place of the Australian 
wool used in making worsteds, noils 
made from this sarne wool are now being 
bought in large quantities to make a 
woolen cloth. It is said that clothing 
almost or quite as good can be made in 
this way.

A large number of manu- 
facturers have been in the Boston mar- 
ket this week owing to the annual dinner 
of the Boston Wool Trade Associaticn. 

**¥or the last month or so little busi- 
ness has been transacted by Boston 
—— brokers, but mills at this time of 

ear are usually covered, and brok- 
- ook to considerable business at the 
end of this month. At one office in Bos- 
ton it was said that it has been the 
quietest December for some time. 

“The woolen goods market is satis- 
factory, and a greater improvement is 
looked for. Exceédingly high prices 
have eliminated certain fabrics, or at 
least cut down the mand and trans- 
ferred the interest to other styles of 
goods. It has been a sellers market. 
The favorable outlook for woolén goods 
has caused an increase in buying. 

“The cotton goods market remains 
relatively. steady. Sales have not been 
large, however, and there is a tendency 
smoong, manufacturers to avoid accepting 
long time contracts at the present quo- 

tions: The export situation has not’ 
changed.’’ .
